Indianapolis Traction History. 

Street railway history in Indianapolis is 
characterized by three facts of special im- 
portance—namely: (1) the monopoly se- 
cured from the start to a single company, 
(2) the effort from 1898 to 1898 to obtain 
three-cent fares, and (3) the recent fran- 
chise granted for thirty-four years. In 
1861 the Legislature enacted a statute pro- 
viding for the incorporation of street rall- 
way companies, and in 1864 the Citizens’ 
Street rfilway company, organized under 
that law, secured from the City Council a 
thirty-year franchise, which, with an en- 
largement granted the following year, con- 
ferred on it the tirst right to build all street 
railway lines within the then existing or 
ihe future limits of the city. Only after 
default by this company could a proposed 
line be granted to some other company. 
Furthermore, the franchise was, in 1880, ex: 
tended until 1901 in order to assist the com- 
pany in floatfhg certain improvement bonds. 
Through this monopoly the city has beer 
spared needless duplication of routes, and, 
until it departed from the monopoly in 1893 
by granting a right to a rival company, it 
has likewise been spared wasteful and con- 
fusing quarréls between competing com- 


First Lines in 1864. | 


The first lines were built in 1804, and by 
the terms of the grant seven miles of single 
track were to be in operation by 1868. 
William H. English was the dominant in- 
fluence in the company from 1865 to 1877, 
when he and his friends sold out to“ Tom 
L. Johnson and his assaciates. Mr. Johnson 
improved and extended the system, estab- 
lished transfers, and in 1888 sold out to a 
group of men, among whom Samuel Aller- 
ton and Cyrus H. McCormick of Chicago 
were the prominent members. Adopting the 
approved device for disguising profits, this 
group organized a new company styled the 
Citizens’ Street rallroad company, which 
leased the property and rights of the exist- 
ing Citizens’ Street railway company and 
became henceforth the operating company. 
Mr. Allerton thereafter became President

for several years. In 1892, however, a se- 
rious strike occurred, in which public sen- 
timent ran strongly st the company, 
and the following year he and his associates

The original grant authorized animal pow- 
er only, required the company to pave be- 
tween and for two feet beyond its outer 
ralls, limited the fare to five cents, required 
no transfers, and reserved no payments to 
the city.

| Rise of Public Feeling. 

In the early 90s there arose a general 
public feeling that the company, being ob- 
ligated to do no paving and to make no spe- 
cial payments to the city, though still main- 
taining five-cent fares, was exercising a 
franchise the terms of which had become 
antiquated and oppressive to the city. Means 
therefore were sought for securing better 
terms, the one thing desirable to that end 
being, of course, that the city should again 
have possession of its streets and so be able 
to dictate conditions of occupancy.

This idea 
must control all his actions. The fearful 
responsibility which the King bears for the 
people entitles him to his subjects’ loyal co- 
operation. Therefore, every citizen should 
feel he shares the responsibility for his.coun- 
try'’s welfare.“ 

The Freisinnige Zeitung remarks that such 
views leave little room for responsible 
Ministers or an independent Parliament.

Durban, Nov. 18.—The troops landing from 
the transports and marching through the 
streets by thousands are cheered by throngs 
ot people. As soon as they are landed the 
soldiers are hurried up the railway to Pieter- 
maritsburg and Estcourt. 

The relief of Ladysmith will not be so 
soon as people in England imagine. March- 
ing through mountainous Natal is not like 
sprinting over the level veldt of the western 
border. This is a rough country and fight- 
ing Boers occupying fortified positions have 
to be overcome. | 

General Clery, who has assumed command, 
is taking careful precautions. Every detail 
is attended to in advance. Progress may be 
a trifle slow, but Ladysmith reports it can 
hold out until relief arrives. The British 
advance posts at Estcourt are to be strength- 
ened to hold Boers at that place. The Brit- 
ish evidently are determined not to retire 
to the Mooi River. 

The Boers have apparently moved the 
greater part of their forces to the south 
of Ladysmith and are advancing on Est- 
court. It is evident that hard fighting will 
take place there. General Joubert and Com- 
mandant Louis Botha have moved their 
headquarters to the south of Ladysmith. 
The plan is te intecept the British advance 
at its inception. 

The great railway bridge at Colenso was 
destroyed by the Boers to hamper the ad- 
vance to the relief of Ladysmith. General 
Joubert expects that General White will 
sally out of Ladysmith as soon as the Brit- 
ish advance begins.

AS VIEWED BY AN AFRIKANDER. | 


Says News from. Lourenzo Marquez 
Nust Be Taken with Allowance— 
Defense of Pretoria. 


[BY AN AFRIKANDER.] 

Little reliability can be placed in the cable 
news from the Transvaal that comes from 
Lourenzo Marquez. This was well illus- 
trated in the dispatches that came from that 
town regarding the reported death of Gen- 
eral Joubert. There is no newspaper in 
Lourenzo Marquez other than a monthly gov- 
ernment gazette, which is published by the 
Portuguese authorities for the Province of 
Mozambique. 

The Volkstein, which contains news of the 
destruction of the bridge at Colenso over the 
Tagela River, is published in Pretoria, and 
is in nowise an official organ. On the con- 
trary, its policy is somewhat in opposition to 
the government of the Transvaal, and while 
claiming to be the “ voice of the people,“ it is 
more particularly attached to the Hollander 
element of that State. 


Valuable to Boers. 

It is not at all likely that the Boers would 
destroy the bridge at Colenso, as this bridge 
is their only means of crossing the Tugela 
in that vicinity in event of their finding it 
necessary to fall back to the main body of 
Boers, now investing Ladysmith. 

However, if the belief that the bridge was 
destroyed could be conveyed to the British 
in Natal it might change the tactics of 
their advance and induce them to cross the 
Tugela lower down the river, at Umhlanga 
Drift. This move would keep the main 
body of Boers on the south of Ladysmith, 
and leave them free to retreat further to 
the southward into Natal should the British 
force appear to be too strong. 


Boer Stand at Pretoria. 

Should the Boers be defeated at Kimberley 
and forced to retire into the Transvaal it 
is improbable that they will make a stand at. 
Johannesburg. 

Johannesburg lies somewhat in a hollow, 
the country to the south being full and open, 
and easy of approach from that direction. 

Retreating from Kimberley, the Boers 
would cross the Vaal River and keep well 
to the north towards Rustenburg, entering. 
Pretoria south of the Magaliesberg range 


“after crossing the head waters of the Lim- 


popo River. At this season of the year the 
Limpopo (or Crocodile) River is flooded and 
practically impassable, the only bridge be- 
ing about fifteen miles from Pretoria. 

After entering Pretoria the Boers would 
doubt — and thus cut 

‘any possi ritish attacking 

from the west. x 

All along the Magaliesberg the Boers have 
mounted some of their heaviest guns, so that 
a strong and determined resistance can be 
made against the advance of the British 
upon Pretoria.

INJURED BY THE REVOLUTION. 


Business Interests in Colombia Crippled 
by Uprising—Government’s 


KINGSTON, Jamaica, Nov. 19.—The Brit- 
ish steamer Atrato, from Baranquilla Tues- 
day and Colon Friday, reports a widespread 
revolutionary movement in Colombia, and 
a grave outlook. The ship’s cargo was land- 
ed with difficulty, and it was unable to se- 
cure an outward cargo, owing to the sus- 
pension of inland transportation. 

The government is recruiting an army 
by impressment under martial law, and is 
levying forced loans in Colon, Baranquilla, 
Panama, and Carthagena, where the Colom- 
bians have been taxed $25 each at 12 per cent 
interest, with the alternative of $500 fine or 
enlistment. 

Foreigners are excluded, but commercial 
houses in Colon and Panama are subjected 
to a forced loan of $100,000 at 12 per cent 
under a guarantee of railroad subvention. 
Business is practically suspended, famine 
prices prevail, and foreign exchange is un- 
precedentedly high. 

Foreigners are regarded with suspicion, 
the government claiming that the strength 
and popularity of the revolution are due 
to foreign support. 

The passengers of the Atrato complain 
that they experienced difficulty and in some 
cases indignity when securing passports to 
leave the country. 

There was heavy fighting last Wednesday 
on the Magdalena Mver. The government 
claims to have won a victory. The revolu- 
tion is retarded owing to want of arms, but 
is daily gaining strength.

He then adjusts 
a glass of proper focus, as one does an opera 
or field glass. 

Though Professor Stein has spent a for- 
tune in developing and perfecting his in- 
vention, he declares he will cure the poor 
free and look to the rich for his fees.

In September Dr. Storrs was attacked 
with rheumatism and lumbago, but man- 
aged to attend the international conference 
of Congregational ministers at Boston, of 
which he was dent. He has not occu- 

ed his potest or a month, and, though a 

ew of t officers of the church knew of 
Dr. Storrs’ intention to resign, it came as 
a shock to the majority of the members. 

Dr. Storrs was born in Braintree, Mass., 
on Aug. 21, 1821. After graduation from Am- 
herst in 1839 he taught school for awhile, 
then studied law under Rufus Choate, but 
gave it up to enter Andover Theological 
Seminary, from which he graduated in 
1845, being ordained the same year. 

His first pastorate was the Harvard Con- 

ional Church. In 1846 he came to 
rooklyn to take charge of the Church of 
the Pilgrims. 

Brooklyn spent two weeks in which to do 
honor to Dr. Storrs at the time of his golden 
Jubilee in 1896. Services were héld in al) 
the Congregational churches in the city, and 
Nov. 15, at his own church, a gold loving cup 
and a check for $5,000 were presented to him, 
as well as the information that $20,000 had 
been subscribed for the church work.

y W. A. Eddy, the 
kite expert. Thies Kites. 
experiment showed 
the intensity and direction of a storm several 
hundred miles north of Chicago. Mr. Eddy, 
as @ result of this investigation, believes 
that the moment storms gather, either in 
Manitoba or Siberia, they gan be instantly 
detected in New York. 

The initial effort to discover the proportion 
between the distance of a storm’s center 
and the quantity of atmospheric electricity 
manifested at Bayonne, N. J., was made 
yesterday. 

Two tailless kites of the Eddy type, meas- 
uring forty-nine square feet each, were at- 
tached to twenty-three gauge Bessemer 
steel wires and raised to different heights. 
Sparks drawn from the kite wire were found 
to vary in direct proportion to the heights, 
so an elevation of 1,000 feet was taken as a 
standard. 

At this height the spark of atmospheric 
electricity discharged from the kite wire to 
the ground rod was one-eighth of an inch 
long, recurring every eight seconds. 

The barometer measured 30.3. This was at 
4:49 o’clock in the afternoon. As it was 
known from the Weather bureau that there 
was a storm center above Lake Superior 
with a barometric pressure of 29.9, the dis- 
tance of 1,000 miles was taken as a basis 
for future experiments.

“Under the present system, which is no 
system at all, no Superintendent, unless he 
be an angel or a subservient tool, can get 
along with any board unless it is composed 
of angels or fools. Inevitably there will be 
a clash over these interlaced powers and as- 
sumed rights: Let business-men attend to 
business matters. Let educational experts 
attend to educational matters, then we can 
hope for better things. 


The minister said of the situation:

“The public has a right to demand the 
facts and insist on a remedy. Parents have~ 
rights as well as the School board. Prob- 
ably what is more to the point, the Mayor 
ought to say something. No matter what

“There can be no doubt that both the 
members of the board and the Superintend- 
ent desire the best interests of the schools.

“ First, then, the board should have in 
full control the business interests of the 
schools. It should also have limited power 
of check on the action of the Superintendent 
in educational matters. 
cern should be the business management 
of the seven or eight milli 
expended. The average 
peculiarly fitted by training to administer 
such business affairs. The Superintendent 
should not be bothered with thinga,that be- 
long to business-men. 

On the other hand, the educational man- 
agement of the schools should be intrusted 
to the Superintendent end he should be held 
primarily responsible for their success or 
failure.

SECRETARY LONG AND CAPTAIN MA- 
HAN ON THE CONTROVERSY. | 


Head of the Navy Department Sends a 
letter to President McKinley set- 
ting Forth Consideration with 
“Which Flying Squadron Command- 
er Was Treated and Criticising His 
Work—Naval Expert Deplores Dis- 
eussion, but Agrees with Superior.

In the spirit of fairness and for the m- 
formation of its readers Tue Triscnsz prints 
the two following communications: 

To President McKinley: “ Mr. President: 
Senator McComas tells me that a gentleman 
from Baltimore has expressed in a telegram 
to him a desire to have an interview with 
you in order to discuss what is called ‘ the 
persecution of Admiral Schley.’ I think this 
refers to the persecution on the part of the 
Navy department. If such is the case I wish 
to state that this charge is absolutely with- 
out foundation and so utterly contrary to 
the actual facts that I should be glad to be 
present when this charge is raised in order 
that I may be able to explain the true facts 
in the matter. 

“The Navy department has from the be- 
ginning been especially considerate of the 
officer referred to. When the flying squad- 
ron was formed the department assigned to 
him the command of the same, although 
Commodore Schley stood at the foot of the 
list of Commodores. You will remember that 
you yourself were inclined to demur to the 
choice when I mentioned his name. 

„This appointment gave him a command 
which was especially desirable, and on which 
any one of his seniors would have congrat- . 
ulated himself, He expressed particular sat- 
isfaction to me when I notified him of the 
appointment, accepted it readily, and mani- 
fested pleasure at the prospect of this serv- 
ice in Atlantic waters under the Command- 
ér-in-Chief. : 

“ When the Spanish fleet, under Cervera's 
command, threatened our coasts, Commo- | 
dore Schley was given an opportunity te go 
in search of the enemy with the flying squad- 
ron. And here again the department gave 
him one of the best chances during the war, 
and until June 1, when the Commander-in- 
Chief took charge, he had an entirely inde- 


schley's Conduct Unsatisfactory. 
“You know, of course, that during that 
period of his independent command his con- 
duct was satisfactory neither to you nor the 
department. He did not succeed in ascer- 
taining whether or not Cervera was at Cien- 
fuegos, although he had several days in 
which to establish the fact that the Spanish 
fleet was not there. It was Captain McCalla, 
who had subsequently joined him, who 
ascertained this fact, immediately and with- 
out any trouble. 7 
In his subsequent run to Santiago and his 
extremely unfortunate and unnecessary re- 
treating maneuver, when he was only twenty 
miles distant from the latter harbor, Com- 
modore Schley ignored existing instructions 
in an unjustifiable manner. In addition to 
this, there is his cruise toward Key West, oc- 
cupying one or two days, and his assertion 


show that all his ships still had a coal supply 
sufficient for from six to twelve days. 

“If there was enough coal on hand to 
steam back 100 miles to Key West, there 
must have been sufficient supply to go to 
Santiago, which is further shown by the fact 
that he changed his mind once more, this 
time for the better, by going to Santiago 
after all. 


Error Serious Enough for Discipline. 

“All these facts show that he—and it 
seems to me he ought to have recognized it 
by this time—has committed a serious error, 
which, if the full facts had been known at 
that time, would no doubt have been con- 
sidered sufficient ground for relieving him 
of his command, or even proceeding against 
him in a disciplinary manner. 

Tou will remember that you were much 
troubled and grieved when you received the 
news of his retreating maneuver, which was 
the only one on the part of the navy during 
ped war.. But as Commodore’s Schley’s in- 

nt command expired about that time, 
and a month later the battle of Santiago, in 
which he took part, was fought and a glo- 
rious victory won, the. department consid- 
ered disciplinary proceedings unnecessary. 
The department, therefore, recommended 
the promotion of all the commanding offi- 
cers who had taken part in the battle, and 
you acted on the promotion, subject to sub- 
sequent confirmation by the Senate. The 
first promotion was intended for the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, the second for Commodore 
Schley, etc.

AMERICAN SHIPPING GAINS. 


Tonnage Largest in Nation's History 
and ‘That of Steam Craft Exceeds 
» , Sailing Vessels for First Time. 


Washin D. C., Nov. 19.—The annual 
report of Mr. Chamberlain, the Commission- 
er of Navigation, shows that American ship- 
ping industries during the last fiscal year 
enjoyed more satisfactory conditions than 
in any former year in the bureau’s history. 
The total documented tonnage on June 30, 
1899, comprised 22,728 vessels of 4,864,238 
gross tons, which is the largest since 1865. 
The tonnage operating under United States 
coasting laws, 21,397 vessels of 4,015,992 gross | 
tons, 4s the largest in history and greater 
than the coasting tonnage of any other na- 
tion. The United States steam tonnage, 
2.476.011 tons, for the first time exceeds the 
tonnage of all other craft. In the rest of 
the world steam tonnage eleven years ago 
exceeded sail tonnage. 
The United States tonnage registered for 
foreign trade remains small, and last year 
American vessels carried a fraction less than 
9 per cent of our exports and imports, the 
smallest percentage in history. 

The world’s seaging steam tonnage in the 
last quarter of a century has increased from 
4,328,193 tons to 18,887,132 tons, or 366 per 
cent. The phenomena! Increases have been 
Norway's over 1,400 per cent and Germany's 
nearly 700 per cent. The increase. of the 
United States has been only 68 per cent, and 
the increase of American steam tonnage 
registered for foreign trade on the Atlantic 
and gulf coasts has been only 38 per cent. 
The report shows that last year European 
nations and Japan expended over $26,000,000 
to promote merchant shipping in various 
forms, while the United States spent. only 
$908,211. On their steamship lines to China 
and Japan foreign nations expended about

Each day sails were seen far away, but 
no ship headed toward them. On the morn- 
ing of the 16th they made out the steamer 
Mackinaw, which vessel held on its course. 
Then two of the sailors crawled to the lee 
side of the ship and attempted to throw 
themselves into the sea, but were held back. 

Captain Marden pointed to them a line of 
smoke far up the coast, which showed that 
another steamer was approaching. It was 
the Walla Walla.

It wae the position of governess of the 
young daughter of Archduke and Arch- 
duchess Frederick that Countess Sophie 
Chotek held at the time when she first made 
the acquaintanes of Archduke Francis For- 
dinand, who is reported in the European 
press as resolved to marry her morganati- 
cally. True, she belongs to an ancient fam- 
ily of the Austrian nobility, and her father 
was for several years Austrian Envoy at 
Dresden, where, indeed, Countess Sophie, 
who is now 31 years of age, was born. 

Archduke Francis Ferdinand became so 
infatuated by the fascinations of the gov- 
erness of his young cousin and his atten- 
tions to her as well as her own manifest 
gratification thereat became so pronounced 
that Archduchess Frederick felt herself 
obliged to dismiss the Countess ina rather 
summary manner, and since that time the 
girl has been regarded with a certain amount 
of askance by the aristocratic society of 
Austria and Hungary. She is absolutely 
without fortune, and it is difficult to under- 
stand how she has lived since her dismissal 
by the Archduchess Frederick, now nearly 
two years ago. 

The action of Archduchess Frederick ex- 
cited all the more comment as her own posi- 
tion in the imperial family is somewhat in- 
vidious, so much so, indeed, that it is taken 
for granted that she would never have 
ventured to so gravely affront the heir to 
the throne had the reason not been a seri- 
ous one indeed. 


The fact of the matter is that Archducheas 
Frederick is the only lady of the imperial 
fainily who is not of blood royal. She is by 
birth a lady of the ducal house of Croy, 
which figures not in Part I. but in Part II. 
of the Almanach de Gotha among the medi- 
atized or formerly sovereign houses of Eu- 
rope. At the time of the marriage all sorts 
of obstacles were placed in the way of the 
match, and at first the Emperor and the im- 
perial family would not hear of her being 
conceded the title of Archduchess or the 
prefix of “Imperial Highness.” But her 
father, the present Duke of Croy, who isa 
member of the House of Lords of Austria, 
absolutely refused to permit his daughter 
to marry the deeply infatuated Archduke 
Frederick unless she was accorded full 
rights and prerogatives as an Archduchess 
and as an Imperial Highness, 

This was ultimately conceded by the Em- 
peror and by the imperial family, but with 
such intense reluctance that her position 
at the court of Vienna was at first an ex- 
ceedingly painful one. ‘The ladies of the 
Austrian aristocracy, who insisted upon re- 
garding her in the light of a mere Belgian 
noble woman, no better than themselves— 
if, indeed, so good—made difficulties about 
conceding to her the tokens of homage due 
to an Archduchess and to an Imperial High- 
ness, while even Crown Princess Stephanie 


and Princess Philip of Coburg, both of them 


Belgians by origin, like herself being the 
danghters of King Leopold, showed her an 


exceedingly cold shoulder. 


It was only after the death of old Arch- 
duke Albert, when her husband, as the lat- 
ter’s principal heir, became so colossally 
rich, that her position became more agreea- 
ble and that she commen to show herself 
both at court and in society. But even now 
her rank is not assured, her position and 
her prerogatives are often questioned, and, 
this being the case, her extraordinary ac- 
tion in affrotting not only the future Em- 
peror of Austria but also one of the most 
influential houses of the Austrian aristoc- 


racy- namely; that of Chotek—naturally 


gave rise to all sorts of unpleasant interpre- 
tations. 

It may be doubted whether the Archduke 
will ever marry the Countess. At any rate 
if he does the matter is likely to be kept 
quite secret, and it will not be even acknow!l- 
edged in the same sense that 
alliances are recognized. It must be borne 
in mind that quite a number of royal and 
imperial personages have contracted mar- 
riages which have never been acknowledged 
or even mentioned in the Almanach de 
Gotha, but which nevertheless existed

oralty of the district of Paris in which she 
resided a painter on enamels of the name 
of M. Popelin.

When she had company to dinner he sat 
at one end of the table. He acted as the 
friend of the house to her visitors, 
but never presumed to pose in the character 
of its master or of the host. When died 
she did not go into mourning nor did any 
one condole with her. Every one knew that 
he was her husband, but seemed to ignore 
the fact. : 
Yet the first husband of the Princess was 
“an untitled Russian, Anatole Demidoff. For 
his title of Prince was of Florentine pur- 
chase and not recognized at St. Petersburg. 
Between the time when she married Demi- 
doff and the time when she married the 
painter she had, however, been invested by 
her cousin, Napoleon III., with the rank of 
a Princess of the blood and the predicate 
of an Impertal Highness. I may add that 
she still draws today an annuity of $40,000 
from the Demidoff estates, which Emperor 
Nicholas I. forced her ignoble and savage 
husband to grant to her for life after she 
had left him. 


— 

Queen Caroline Bonaparte, after the death 
of Murat, made her home at Triest, and 
there quietly married a Major MacDonald. 
But she declined to acknowledge the mar- 
riage, and would openly say to him, “ It 
would be a cause of so much friction and 
bother to be openly your wife, were the em- 
pire restored in France, a weakness for you 
would be télerated, but not a public mar- 
riage, no, not even a morganatic one.” Yet 
every one knows the relatively modest origin 
of the Bonapartes, and the fact that her 
first husband, King Murat, had begun life 
as a stable lad. 


I imagine that if the Archduke Francis 
Ferdinand eventually weds Countess Sophie 
Chotek, which I doubt, he will do so in the 
same manner as Princess Mathilde married 
her painter, that is to say, the general pub- 
lic will know nothing whatsoever about it. 
If Archduchess Stephanie had been wise she 
would have done the same thing with Count 
Lonjay. There was no earthly necessity 
for making such a fuss or renouncing her 
titles and prerogatives as an Austrian Arch- 
duchess and as a Belgian Princess of the 
blood, She might have married him pre- 
cisely in the same quiet way as Princess 
Frederick Charies of Prussia, widow of the 


celebrated cavalry General to whom Metz 


capitulated, has married her chamberlain, 
Baron Wangenheim. The union is not 


recorded in the Almanach de Gotha or in 
any other official publication.. Indeed, it is 


politely ignored. Yet everybody connected 
with court life in Europe knows that the 
marriage really exists, and it serves to give 
a certain amount of legality to relations that 
might otherwise appear as questionable. 
Princess Frederick Charles has been so dis- 
creet about the matter that she has re- 
tained the respect of every one, and has not 
been called upon to sacrifice either her rank 
or her position at court, where she is always 
treated as an honored guest. 


The Duke of Orleans has once again ren- 
dered himself supremely ridiculous, this 
time by donning the blue ribbon of the Order 
of the Holy Ghost at the wedding of his 
sister. According to the accepted doctrines 
and ethics of the various old world courts 
in such matters, this order can only be 
granted by the reigning King of France. 
It was so essentidily an order of the old 
Bourbon régime that neither King Louis 
Philippe nor Emperor Napoleon III. ever 
dared to confer it or to wear it, and the 
only Prince of the house of Orleans who 
ever wore it by right of patent was the old 
Duke of Nemours, granduncle of the present 
Duke of Orleans, upon whom it was con- 
ferred dy King Chartes X. as far back as in 
1829, just a year before the overthrow of his

of Orleans, and he should have donned 
it at his sister's wedding is preposterous.
